Recollections of Roosevelt. 


Editor Hood) Anvil Herald:

With the parsing of Theodore Roose­ 


velt, one of America's greatest and 
most loved citizens,to the great beyond, 
I cannot refrain from mentioning that 
it was my good fortune to have sesn j 
him on several occasions, and even | 
having engaged in conversation with 
him in his private nth •<» while on ai 
visit to Washington in 1910. 


I was living in Sin Antonio when 


the Spanish-American war broke out 
and while Col Roosevelt was orgam z-, 
ing his company of Rough Riders I saw 
him at different times. 
In 1904, ac- | 


companied by Mrs. Schmitt, I visited : 
Washington, en route to the St. Louis ; 
Exposition, and through a letter I had 
obtained from Col. R. W. Dowe, col­ 
lector of customs at Eagle Pass, ad­ 
dressed to Mr Joseph Loeb, President 
Roosevelt’s private secretary, request 
ing him to present y r» ^ h m itt and 
myself to the president, which the sec | 
retarv did in a very friendly and con­ 
genial manner. 
The president said he 


was glad to meet us and told us how 
fond he was of “ dearold San Antonio,’ 
and how often it came to his mind, 
haying organized his company there, 
and that it was his intention to visit 
San Antonio the following spring for 
the purpose of meeting his comrades 
once again at the re-union of Rough 
Riders, to be held in that city, 
I told 


him we were living in Hondo, only a 
short distance from San Antonio, and 
that when we heard of his coming we 
and our boys would be there to greet 
him, to which he replied that he would 
be glad to have us do so. and true to 
our promise we had the pleasure of 
seeing him again on that memorable 
occasion. 
After exchanging a few more words 


we bade him good-bye, and when we 
extended our hands he grasped them 
with all the warmth and affection he 
carried in his great heart and soul, and 
he bade us a fond and lasting adieu. 


Mrs. Schmitt and myself saw 
him 


again in 1910 in Berlin at the United 
States Embassy, on his return from 
I his African trip. 
It was at that time 
1 that the kaiser showed him the w ork­ 
ings of a part of his war machine in 
showing a sham battle at Doebritz, a 
short distance out of Berlin. By chance 
we saw the Alexander regiment, the 
kaiser’s 
crack 
regiment, 
returning 
from Doebritz, head *d bv an immense 
military band, and little did we ‘ hink 
at the time that our boys would cross 
the Atlantic some day to enter into a 
life and death -ffruggie with them. 


Ex President Roosevelt again visited 


San Antonio, I think in 1915, and while 
driving to the army post my boys and 
myself cheered him and he graciously 
doffed his hat to us. 


A great man has gone to his reward.

Three and a half times as many Im­ 
migrants from the United States Into 
western Canada arrived during the 
first nine months of last year as dur­ 
ing the same period In 1015, according 
to figures furnished by the department 
if immigration. 
The number of such 
persons for the first nine months of 
the year 1915 w’as 8.827; for 1916, 14,- 
322, and for 1917, 29,918. The amount 
of cash and effects brought in by these 
immigrants does not show the same 
proportionate increase for this year 
over 1915 as did the number of per­ 
sons. 
Th* total of cash and effects 
was $2,156,876 for 1915, $3,319,943 for 
1916 and $5,914,033 for 1917.
